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of 'his Grace then 1 was WEL receive ; and if T had gone” 
any further then the Form of the National Church {ſo calledYy: 
did allow, I was counted a SeRtary, and ſo diſowned , and 
my looking one Step further then their publick Faith did aFfow 
ſhould beceme a Brand of Schiſm and Hereſie, notwithitanding 
as to their Law 1 was as ſtrict a Fhariſee as many of my Equals, 
and brought up at the Feet of Gamalie! : For,lince IT entercd in-- 
ro the Covenants ith that People, I came to fee a-irttle clearer, 
and that-the Covenantdid.ye ſo my Conſcience to their Form

predicament and category,tor | have more Charity to ſome of them. 
Yet though in all this time I kad a further Sight of the Light 
then themſclves, yer there wat a Gulf betwixt the EleFft Chilaren of 
the Lord called Quakers, and me ; for I /aw further then I was wil- 
ling to embrace ;, tor there was ſuch a high Principle of the world 
in me, that the noble Principle of Light and Life was looked over by 
we ;- yea, Ilived in my own ll, wit and wiſdom, which was aC- 
curſcd}, preferring that wiſdom before that #i/dorg of Goa, which 
would have made me aChild,and a Foil ts the World, thinking that I 
might gain rwo-Kingdoms at once, to keep the Poſſeſſion of the Barth, 
axd the Kingaon of Heaven als : and | being out of the pure Will, 
and out of the Cro/s to my own Wiſdom, 1 was judged by the erer- 
nal Spirit of Trath,and ſtaod as condemned out of the Life, be- 
cauſe I being our of the Obediertce;and inſorguchas I couid not 
loſe my Life,I did chooſe Death , for maus Life in this World u in 
Viſibles, unwilling to be ſeparated tromthe World's Faſhvions,and 
Cnſtoms,and vain Religions, Honour ard Profit, and all things which 
I ſtood upon was a falſe corrrpe Ground, whilſt 1 thus Rood in the 
Alienation. Upon the Contideration of all this, the Lord was 
pleaſed co dart in upon my prodigal ſpirit, to call me bome from the 
Huks that I was feeding upon,to my Father's Houſe ; and whillt the 
Door of Mercy was open, he put a ſtop to the wnlimitted Pleaſures 
of the Fleſh: , and then.I carge to hear the calm 2nd ſtill Voice of the 
Spirit, that was ſtirring in that contemned people called 2ua- 
kers; and the firit ftirring in me of that Nature, which I did emi- 
nently take notice of, was, As 7 was riding from Edinbrough is a 
Winter Evening to my own Houſe, I did haar a Noiſe of ſome men, a4 it 
were Fighting, ſo that I bid my Man ride up in kafe to ſee whit it was, 
which my Man doing, he called to me, and /aid, That there was ty86 
Men on Horſc- back beating of another Man going on Foor ; /o 
that I ridingny to them, 1 did (ce them beating bing and he ſtill keeping 
them off ſaying What did I (ay to you, but bid you FEAR GQD?z 
ſo that preſently I did perceive, that it was a Quaker, reproving fin in 
the other two; ({o 1 athing his Name, which he telling me, I knew 
the man by Namethongh not by Sight ; and I was jo offended with the 
ciher two, that I fell tobeat them tvith my Red, and ordered thoſe that 
were with me ro carry them to the next. Priſon ; bat be, the ſaid Quie 
B 2 ker 
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ker did intreal me to let themgo, which (ter taking notice of theig 
Names and Places of Abode) 1 did let them go, Anda Weck after 
the ſaid water was telling x Relation-of mige what a Curtifie 
I bad done to him in a manner to ſave him , yet ſais be, I foxnd 
that ſame [ſpirit in bim that was in the other two men who beat me; and 
my Relation telling me fimply the word; as he ſpoke them, 
the words did to reach me, that 1 mecting the ſaid Dunker 


agiin, 1 did dchice him, That as he paſſed that way he would 
make my Houſe his Lodging-place ; 


Fhe Light in Darkneſs it did ſhine, 
Though I did not it comprehend, 
Till that God did my Heart encline 
His Word made Fleſhfor to attend. 


Which be ſeeing the Witneſs in me reached, he was the more 
freerodo ; yet though the Witneſs was fo tar reached in me, 
erat I could diſcern ſpirits, as betwixt the ſpirit of Meekne/s and 
Raſoneſs, yet there was (till char Mind wnbrought down, that food 
in myway-to hinder my Obedience, ſo that the Lord was plea- 
ſed to tick cloſer to me with his Rod , for firſt, He ſtripped * 
me naked by removing of my Children, which was by Piece-meal, to fit 
we to yoke my ſelf under the Croſs, and then by ſeparating me and my 
Wife for ſeveral years ſo thai I was whelly turned ont of my Eſtate alſo, 
as to this day 1 am to live in a Wilderneſs Condition,ſo that I was forced 
$0 leave my native Country, an4 goto France, where then the Lerd 
began to work up»n my ſpiric, to bring me the nearer to him- 
ſelf; for when all Vilibles failed me,and thoſe to whom my wife 
and / moſt cruſted did become my /wbtz/eſt Enemies, yet the Lord 
did ſo Commilerate my Condition,that in the Bowels of Mercy 
he made me to take up the Croſs ro my own will, and to religa 
my-ſclf fully over to him, ſeeing all Vatibles failed me + and be 
uſed that way of Mercy to bring me nearerto bim, which'no- 
thing elſe could; and thus cloling with, the Vilitation of the 


.Lord, I found more ſweetneſs and contentment then ever I bad in my 


fulleſt delight and Pleaſure of the World , and thus I do witneſs, 


. andihe Lord 1s my Witneſs, that I never came to my Reſt tilt 


then ; 


then ; andI would have done anything never ſo hard and * 
unplealing to the Flelh:;, to bear a Teſtimony tothe Truth that. 
the Lord bad revealed in me ; and ſhortly there was an Opore 
tunity cait into my hands to try me, and that was this, There 
came a Woman Friend out of England tothe Town of Drep, 
(where I was then) together with a Maid, to bear a Teſtimony 
tothe Truth againſt the Proteſtants of that Nation, and brought 
with them ſcveral Books of Friends tranſlated into French, 
and diſtributed in the Town, and gave me alſo to diſtribute, 
which were writ by George Fox and William Dewbury, and ſeve- 
ral others, and ſome Papers they gave forth themſelves, which 
I tranſlated into French, they not knowing the Language z 
bur in all. this they never did manifeſt to me their Intentions 
far it is like that in that frame of ſpirit that I then was in, and 
fore-feeing the Danger, and not fa fully come to the Ob:di- 
ence of Truth, as I thought I was before the Tryal came, yet 
ſoir was, that they went the next Firſt-day (called Sunday) ; 
to the Mecting-Hovſ: of the Proteſtants, wiere there were ma. 
ny Thouſands of People, and there did place themſelves in the 
moſt Conſpicuovus Place of the Mccting, juſt over-againit the 
then called Miniſter, the ſaid Friend having clothed her felf 
in Sack-cloth, and ber Hair hanging down ſprinkled with 
Aihes, was covered with her Manile and Hood, and when 
the ſaid caed Miniſter was in the higheſt of his Devotion, ſhe 
did {tind up, with the other Maid, who did rake from the ſaid 
Woman her Mantle and Hood, ſhe appearing all 1n ber Sack- 
cloth and Aſhes, ber Hair hanging down, and turning her 
felf round ſeveral timzs, "that all the People might ſce her, 
did {trike ſuch a Contternation both upon the ca-ed Miniſter, 
and the People, that they were all at a {tand , the faid Mint- 
ſter's Wife bavirig confeſſed to a Friend lince. that her tpirit 
was ſo afﬀteted wich that Sight, that ſh. ſid, Thu wef 4 aceper 
Reath then [ can comprehend , for the Wirnels in fome was fo. 
reached at thattime ; and alirtle while after they both did fall 
down upon thei; Knees, and Prayed, and-then went out of the 
Mectirg, where 4 great many tollowing of them, to whom 
tiey diſtributed of their Books, and ſpoke in the Market: pjoſhy

EBouſe, who kept a Viualling-Hovſe, but no Entry there was 
or them, and they being deltirute came to my Lodging, I

That their Work was Gone that they carae for to that Nation, 
andnow wanted Lodging til! they went away : and I asked 
them, What they had don-? and they told nie: ſol wentto 
ſome other Vicualling- Houſes to get thzm Lodging, whick was 
promiſed for them, fo as I] kept them at my Lodging till Bed- 
time; andchen 1 went with them to taat place as was promiſed 
me, and when we came Entry was refuſed there a}ſo, ſo that art 
that time of Night Lodging could not be bad for them, the 
Preteftants bad ſo ſtopped their*Entry any where ; ſotharl took 
them back to my Lodging again, and offered them my Bed, and 
would ſhift for my ſelf, I bcing betrer acquainted in the Town, 
but they refuſed to put'me out of my Chamber ; then Idealc ' 
with my Landlady of the Houſe, to let them ſtay in any of her 
Rooms for that Night to fit up in, but ſhe refuſed ir, ſaying, 
She drirſt not, for fear of giving Offence to others ,, all thar I could 
prevail with her at that time of the Night, was to let them 
have an Out-houſe to ſtay in for that Nighr, which was an Hen- 
Houſe, ſo that I gave one of them my Night- Gown, and to 
the other my Furred- Coat, to ſaveth;m from the Cold that 
Night, and the next day I brought them to my Chamber again; 
and after that we had broken faſt, I went to the Key to look 
for a Pallzge-Boat tocarry them to England 2gain, andin my 
returning back I ſaw ſo many people of all ſorts ſtanding abour 
my Lodging, that Idid-paſs by ir, but immediately one came 
running to me, ſaying, That the Kings Advocate was at my 
Chamber, waiting for me ; and when I came in he told me, That 
I had Tranſgreſſed the Laws of the Nation, by receiving Perſons 
of another Religion to my Lodging ; for the King tollerated only two 
Religions, viz. the Papiſts and the Proteſtants : Then I told him, 
That I had nit Tranſgreſſed the Law of Hoſpitality, and I was 
forced toit, (vas T conld not let thems lie in the Street, where they 
wert inDanger of their Lives by the rude Mnltitude : So they cog 
caem

them away with-Serjeants to the Judicatory, where, aftet they 
hadjudged them, they {cnt them to Priſon,& they not kgowin 
the Language, they wanted Food, and other Outward Necetth 
ſ1ries, none looking after them , fo that 1 went to the Judge 
Criminal, and fought leave to provide for them, which 1 did, 
by bringing to'them both Bread and Drink,Fireing, and all o- 
ther Neccfliries fo long as- they were there: And the ſaid 
Judge ſent-for me, and whilſt I was with him to be Examined, 
he ſent-ro my C hamber to ſearch what of theirs they could find 
withme ; ſo that they found ſome Books, and the Sack- cloth, 
and ſyme Aſhes, which they ſent to the Parliament of Ron, 
from whom they Had received an Order to read a Paper to 
them, That they ſhould be tranſported forth-with back to England 
with thefi-ſi Pafſage- Boat ( and all their Papers axd Books to be burnt 
at the Market Cr'ſr) ana themſclves, if they or any of that Religion 
ſhould come to_ that Nation again : And ſo a Paſlage Boat d.ing 
made reidy,thcy were pur into irt,inthe Nighttime, but would 
nor ſuffer me to go along with them to it, yct did I provide 
ſuch things as were neceſfiry for their Voyage; and I told 
them, That they were not to pay any thing for their Paſſage ; but the 
Judge told them, That they were to pay for their Ps 1965 to 
whomlT replyed, That if I had the Liberty to chosle a Pa 'ge- Boat, 
and rime a'owed me, I wonld pay for their Paſſage, othirwiſe et the 
ſame Boat bring them back, ag.in. $0 they, were forced tg pay 
their Paſſ.ge. Atrertiey were gone, they intend-<d to pur- 
ſue me, as one of therr Judgment , bur I {willing to eſchew 
the Croſs } told them. Thar [ was there before they came to France, 
and they could prove nuhing againſt me, only the Proteſtants badin- 
formed them, that [ 414 not come to their Menting, yet this they 
conld not make a Ctime;, as alſo, 1 rod them,” 1f they per ſecute 
ted me, I being a Merchant, and tr«(fi-hing there, they might ex 
pett the-like 10 be done 10 their Merchants in England : Then the 
Juige ſ{-nt to ch£ Cuitom- Houſe, to tceif my Name was in 
their Cultom-Books, which they finding, did gono further a- 
ogainſt me, Yet for all thiz I was not fo ſenhible of the Hol» 
lowneſs of my Heart,as afterwards I was, for when the juuge 
aflicmed, That I was of their Fudgment ,, I told bim, That. 11o- 

ved 1 , 
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ved them, bit they were b:tter then 1, but that their Way was too 


ſtrait for me to walk in, , 
= There were two things Remarkable that fel] out within -the 


year upon theſe InhoſpitalRefulers of lodging to theſe two 
Friends of Truth. The one was, That the'ſaid Scotts&-man, 
who ſhut them out, Dy:d within the Twelve Moneths. And 
the' Woman, my Landlady, that refuſed them a Chamber-to 


"tit in, that ſamietime Twelve Moneths her Houſe was Burnt, 


and never yer known whence the Fire-came z and though it 
was in the middle of the Town, yet there was none Burnt be- 


- ſides, but it alone, 


But atterwards I having fent for. ſeveral Hundreds of the 
ſatd Friends Books, and did diſtribute them ro the Country 
and City, ſv many of them, ſo that rhey intended to ſearch 
after-m2 juſt 25 I was upon my lezving of thatTown:having done 
my Service there, did return to Rear; whereupon one Night 
chatl could getno Reſl, and was ſomewhat indiſpoſed in my 
Body, ſo that ir did ariſe in the Night time 1a my Heart, To 
get up, and ſend fome of theſe ſaid Books by Polt, as fome ro 
the'Judge Criminal of Diep, and {ome of them to the Fe/airs 
Coledge there, and ſome of them to. the 7eſuit; Colledge and 
the Scortriſo Colledge at Paris, direfting them atter the French 
ſtile, otherwiſe they could not have been recetved at the Poſt- 
Houſe ; and then I had much Reſt in my ſpirit, and my Body 
returned to a Righr Temper. 

And fcer thatThad ſojourned a while at Roay, 1 found that 
there was ſome Service tor the Truth by me' to be done at 
Caen, becauſe it was « Town where moſt Proteftants were, and 
there I did diſtribure ſo many of Friends Books there, and the 
Proteſtants there retaining ſo much of the Prevbyrerian Princi- 
ples (as: moſt part of the Proteſtants of Fraxce do) baving x 


-greater-Inclination to perſecute- choſe who differ from them, 
"then to ſuffer for Religion ; for they were the greate(t Enemies 


Fhad- (right Prerbyrerians) and they fearing that my /Books 


-might bring chem eo ſuffer, becauſe they ſpoke agriolt che Pa- 


pifts: and I not coming to their Meeting, did complain of me

inviced me to come and ſee him oftrer, and we ſhould not 
ſpeakin Matters of Religion, and if I would that he ſhould 
ſend for ſome of the Jeſuits, and they and I might have free 


Inter- communing together : To whom I replyed, ThatT be- 


ing a Stranger 1 was not willing to diſpute with any, it nor 
being permitted to a Stranger ; yet I would not beafraid co 
mainrain my. Principles againſt all the Jeſuits of the Nation : 
Which words did ſo exziſperate (it ſeems) chem againſt me, 
that it did raiſe a new Perſecution againſt me, which did fall 
out, that when my Wife and I was waiking m the Fields, at my 
returning it was told me, That there was ſome ſearching at my Lodg- 
ing, and had broken up my Chamber Dwcr , ſo that I fcnt my Wife 
Home, and I did go {trait to the Judge Criminal, to know whar 
the Searching meaned , but he told me, He knew nothing of it”, 
and if there was any thing, it did proceed from the Jeſuits becauſe of 
my Corfidence againſt them : and ſome probability 1 had of che 
thing, for I tound my Letters broken up at the Poſt- Houſe 
ſeveral times , and when I challenged the Pott- Maſter, he faid, 
| That they came 10 %fimſo. Sothetime drawing near to go from 
that place, and that I bad done my Service jn-Alencoy,, I told 
the Judge Crimina!, That was to go to the great Fairof Caen 
within Fourteen dayes, then the ſaid Judge (iid; That he 
would protett me /r long : And fo at the time appoinred 1 went ro 
Caen, where was not long but my Correſpondent at Aloneow 
E did 
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did write me word, That the day after I came from\'t,the Governour 
of the Town bad been at my Lodging, to ſeek forme, but 1] was 

> gone: And fo after that all my Service was done that 1 had 
thenin France, and that War. was declared betwixt England 
and France in the Year 1666. I returned to Diep in order to 
my return to England, and fo I ſtaid there for Paſſ2ge, which 

F could nor get inthe Time of War, till the (lo called) Lord 
Helly, Embafſador from England,was returning for England, of 
whom 1 deſired Paſſage in his Compapy, which he freely gran- 
ted me, and:ſo came to Erg/and with bis Convoy. 

+ But I have omitted all this t:me ro ſhew you, that the High 
Places as yet were unbroken down in me, but that ſome Groves 
were as yet left ſtanding, notwithſtanding all tke Wonderful 
Mercies the Lord had beſtowed upon me, in carrying me and 
my Wife upors the Wings of his Providence in our Wilder- 
neſs Condition, which would ſpend more time to relate 
thenſome (it may be) would beſtow upon the reading of itz 
yea, ard-Idareſay, that nonecould well underſtand nor be- 
lieve, but thoſe who have trod in the ſame Pathes as wedid : 
But I being ſolongin E Js and Iſfohabitnated and lezvened 
to their Faſhions and G oms, I was like 7oſeph, that could 
Swear by the Life of Phareab, and had not come to that Plain. 
neſs of Language whick God doth require, but could Come 
plement with their Faſhions and Words : And I had Thonghts 

. that all was wel! wich me, till I came to a Tryal in Eng/and 
zgain, ſo that the Face of Friends did firike a Dread and Ter- 
ror in my Heart, when 1 thought chat all was well, til the 
Spirit of the Lord running through others of his Veſſels did 
awaken me; for I was Upright in my own Judgment; bur 
the Lord ſearched me : For I could come with Confidence to 

* » Meetings, and frequent the Aſſemblies of the Lord, yet Iduorſt 
not own the Name of ©naker, I not being Faithful to the 
Meaſurg which I had receiv'd;for now it was become ſo far bigh 
fox me,as before my Obedience I had eſteemed it low; and after 
that, i would willingly by Wiſdom have made void the Obedi.
